EMOTION is a thing of the 
mind and spirit but it also afreets 
the body. 
An outburst of anger, for in­ 
stance, quickens the heart, tenses 
the muscles and seta the whole 
body in fighting trim. Grief slows 
every vital process, acting as a 
brake where anger serves as a 
spur. Fear shows in the sharply 
in-drawn breath and paling skin. 
It is not surprising then, that 
long-continued emotional tensions 
—the dimmer, habitual forms of 
these states of over-whelming feel­ 
ing—can also cause bodily changes 
just as surely as bacteria or injury. 
Some such factor is thought to 
be at the root of persistent head­ 
aches which occur from time to 
time over a period of years. 
One of these chronic headaches 
is known as psychogenic headache. 
The disorder occurs most often in 
women. They often have the head­ 
aches over a period of 15 to 25 
years. The headaches eome on 
gradually. The location varies. 
Before the headache occurs, 
there may be sensitivity to light, 
dimness of eyesight, and aickneas 
to the stomach. In practically all 
cases, the headaches are worse 
during the regular periods, and 
often start during menstruation. 
According to Doctors Arnold P. 
Friedman and Charles Brenner of 
New York, temporary relief may 
be obtained by combinations of as­ 
pirin and caffeine. Together with 
these drugs one of the drugs known 
aa barbiturates also may be admin- 
•dered to give prolonged relief. 


Testosterone, a glandular ex­ 
tract given by injection into • 
muscle IO, 7 and 3 days before th* 
period gives relief to some patient* 
A preparation known aa stilbes­ 
trol is sometimes helpful in re­ 
lieving the headaches which occui 
during the change of life in women. 
Treatment with drugs alone 
often is not sufficient to bring 
about a cure in most cases. Psycho­ 
logic treatment is also suggested. 
For example, an attempt is made 
to determine just what things in 
the person’s surroundings or in her 
activities seem to bring on the 
headaches. 
If this can be found and the 
facts explained to the patient, it 
may make her aware of certain 
motives and aims which she never 
fully recognized. 
Then attempts 
can be made to change the environ­ 
ment or surroundings and develop 
a normal way of living. This, in 
turn, relieves nervous tension and 
thus may aid in permanently re­ 
lieving the headaches. 
Of course, not all headaches are 
of this type and it must be remem­ 
bered that in every case, headache 
it a symptom, not a disease. This 
means that to cure a headache, the 
doctor must first find and cure the 
disorder which is causing it. Thus, 
the headaches which are caused by 
acute infections disappear after 
the illness clears up. 
Headaches occur in many dis­ 
orders which have nothing else in 
common; hence, it is only careful 
investigation and treatment of the 
cause that relief from the head­ 
ache can be obtained.

THE BIG DITCH no longer is 
big enough to take care of the 
new super giant.® of the sea®, and 
it still is quite vulnerable to a t­ 
tack during war. 
Consequently, 
the United State® is preparing to 
modernize the Panam a canal, one 
of the engineering wonder! of the 
world since its completion in 1914 
President Truman is considering 
three proposals: 
Building of an 
entirely new lock canal through 
Nicaragua, estim ated to c w t 607 
million dollars; lowering the pres­ 
ent Panam a canal to sea-level at 
an estim ated cost of one billion 
dollars, or building a third and 
bigger set of locks for the present 
canal at an estim ated 140 millions. 
The 
present 
canal 
cost 
$366,- 
650,000. 
Uncle Sam ’s new aircraft car­ 
riers of the Midway class, ouch 
as the Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
the Coral Sea, cannot get through 
th# lock.® 
The width of these 
giants never has been revealed, 
but they are wider than the pres­ 
ent 110-foot locks. 
Other modem ship® have a tight 
squeeze. They are 106 feet wide. 
and 
canal operators hold 
their 
breaths every time one tries to 
clear the locks with only two feet 
to spare on a side. 
Tailoring to Fit 
American Navy strategists con­ 
sider It im perative to be able to 
shift parts of tho fleet from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. They have 
held their dimensions to 106 feet) 
until recently when the demand 
for bigger and bigger craft caused 
them 
to 
authorize 
construction 
over th at limit. 
G reat 
Britain, 
as 
the 
other 
great world naval power, likewise 
has tried to tailor its capital ships 
to fit the canal, but carrier* of 
the Essex class had to be stripped 
of part of their superstructure® 
to keep them from ramming parts 
of the locka. 
W arship* are not the only ones 
affected. 
The 
mammoth 
liner 
Queen M-try has to sail 5,900 miles 
around Cape Horn lf she switches 
from the A tlantic to the Pacific. 
But widening the canal locks to 
accommodate outsized new vessels 
is I* sa of a problem than the con­ 


siderate,.* ol military defense in 
the face of new method* of de­ 
struction, such as the 3,000-pound 
blockbuster bomb and the atomic 
bomb. 
Meeting th!® problem has re­ 
vived the age-old controversy over 
whether the canal should be at 
sea-level. 
The 
present 
channel, 
rising to 85 feet aho\e the tea, 
would have to ba cut deeper. 
Authorities on the canal con­ 
sider this a much more Im portant 
issue than th# more spectaculai 
difficulties of getting the big ships 
through the lock “bottlenecks." 
C hannel No Problem 
They point out that, after all, 
only a few ships In the world 
scrape the sides of the prevent 
locks, and they have little diffi­ 
culty in the channel Itself. The 
channel through the famous Gall­ 
iard cut is 300 feet wide, twice as 
big a a the new giants apparently 
need. 
The 
Pacific 
approach 
to the 
Miraflorcs 
locka 
has 
a 
x>ttom 
width of 500 feet, and the 24 miles 
of channel through Gatun lake is 
between 500 and I OOO feet wide. 
Nincty-ftve per cent o f the snip­ 
pier on the high seas is less than 
600 feet long, and slips easily into 
the two-way locks. Traffic of such 
vessels also is two-way through­ 
out most of the channel. 
It is argued that although a few 
sea m ammoths have been built, 
the economic trend of commercial 
shipping is away from the big 
ships and the atomic bomb may 
make tile giant fighting craft ob­ 
solete. Why go to all the trouble 
and expense of providing 140-foot 
locks for a few “freaks,” these 
critics ask. 
However, they admit that the 
cost and trouble would not be 
very great if it were considered 
imperative. The canal always has 
made plenty of money. 
Nor need ti tffic be interrupted, 
for the new locks would be lo­ 
cated parallel to the present m en. 
Not only would they accommodate 
the big ships, but they would con­ 
tribute to defense m easures 
providing standby locks. 


World War ll, it was admitted 
th,it a single bomb on the locks 
could close the canal for weeks or 
month*. 
The major problems of defend®, 
however, strengthen the view that 
th® canal should be lowered to aes 
level. Then a bomb hit, no mat­ 
ter how direct, could cause only 
temporary damage. 
The war-time nightmare of th# 
defenders 
of an above-®ea-lev*l 
canal is that bombing or sabotage 
might drain the channel which 
would put the canal out of com­ 
mission for a long time while it 
wa® being repaired end refined. 
Highly secret defense measure®, 
not yet disclosed, were believed to 
have reduced this possibility some­ 
what, but they were designed be­ 
fore invention of th# blockbuster 
and atom bo rn ha. 
Lowering the canal to aes-lcvel 
is the most expensive of th# pro­ 
posals. It might necessitate clos­ 
ing the canal for a considerable 
period while the present cuts were 
lowered 90 feet Anyone recalling 
the great difficulty of controlling 
the great slides which hampered 
the original construction under­ 
stands why eng.neer® pause before 
adopting this alternative unless it 
is absolutely nece«*ary. 
N ature a Factor 
Moreover, because of a rem ark­ 
able freak of nature leek® still 
would i»e required. 
Rotation ct 
the earth eauats its great mass es 
of w ater to 
pile up” against the 
continents Consequently, the tides 
on the Ba a fie side of the Cana) 
are 21 feet high and those on the 
AtianUe only a foot.
